LOCAL  AFFAIRS.

A  Fire  at  the  Centre. 

At  about  four  o’clock  yesterday  morn¬ 
ing  an  alarm  was  sounded  for  the  Centre, 
district,  caused  by  a  lire  bre  king  out  in 
tit  a  ffieblo  luod  by  Mr.  Abel  Baker,  on 
Glenwood  avenue.  Members  of  Essex  H. 
A  L.  Company,  living  close  at  hand,  were 
speedily'  out,  and  fortunately  having  a 
“reducer”  and  a  few  feet  of  hose,  quickly 
got  to  work.  In  five  minutes  they  had 
a  stream  upon  the  building  and  kept  the 
flame.s  from  spreading  to  the  adjoining 
frame  structures.  Their  work,  and  that 
of  the  Hose  Companies  which  arrived 
later,  was  probably  the  most  efficient  and 
valuable  that  has  been  done  since  the  in¬ 
troduction  of  water.  The  fire  was /con¬ 
fined  to  the  building  in  which  it  started, 
but  which  was  destroyed,  together  with 
most  of  the  contents.  The  upper  floor 
contained  a  la;ge  stock  of  feed  and  baled 
hay.  a  small  part  of  which  only  was  saved. 

Erb’s  hotel,  on  the  west  of  the  building 
consumed,  was  in  great  danger,  the  out¬ 
side  tkking  Are  from  the  heat.  It  wa» 
saved  from  destruction  and  the  spread  of 
the  flames  arrested  by  the  exertions  of 
the  firemen,  and  the  same  can  be  said  of 
the  building  on  the  south,  occupied  as  a 
feed  store-room  by  L.  Dawkins. 

Corby  s  brick,  building  on  the  east  was 
saved,  b«t  the  windows  above  in  Masonic 
Hall,  were  burned  out.  and  the  flames  en¬ 
tered  and  damaged  the  furpiture  to  a  con¬ 
siderable  extent  as  well  as  the  ceiling. 

The  burned  building  was  owned  by  W. 
B  Corby,  and  used  by  Abel  Baker  as  a 
stable  below  and  as  a  feed  store  room 
above.  His  loss  was  considerably  and 
Included  hLs  delivery  horse,  which  was  in 
the  stable  and  co^ld  not  Iw  rescued. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  many  that  some  full- 
alzed  hoee  shoukl  be  provided  for  the 
Truck  Company,  for  use  in  case  of  a  fire 
in  the  Centre.

Montclair. 

Montclair  is  to  have  water,  and  it  is  to 
be  furnished  by  the  North  Jersey  Water 
Company.  The  contract  between  the 
Township  Committee  and  the  Montclair 
Water  Company  was  duly  executed,  last 
week,  it  being  one  of  the  lest  official  acts 
of  the  Township  Committee  for  the  year 
of  1886-7.  The  contract  was  drawn  by 
Township  Counsel  John  L.  Blake,  of 
Orange,  and  Its  provision  are  such  that 
the  township  will  be  protected  from  any 
loss|  or  trouble.  The  Montclair  Water 
Company  was  organized  by  Mr.  John  R. 
Bartlett,  one  of  the  incorporators  of  the 
Norf.h  Jersey  Water  Company,  to  supply 
wat^r  to  the  township  until  Such  time  as 
the  (nains  of  the  North  Jersey  Company, 
which  are  to  pass  through  the  township, 
shall  have  been  laid.  The  Montclair 
Water  Company  agrees  to  lay  twenty-one 
milds  of  pipe,  erect  and  maintain  200  hy¬ 
drants  for  an  annual  rental  of  $26  per  hy¬ 
drant,  or  a  total  sum  of  $5,200.  Water  is 
to  be  supplied  from  wells  to.  be  located  in 
the  northern  part  of  the  township,  and  a 
sufficient  pressure  for  fire  purposes  is  to 
maintained,  by  regprvoir,  stand-pipe  or 
direct  pressure  from  the  pump.  The  con¬ 
tract  is  for  ten  years,  and  the  township 
has  the  privilege  of  buying  out  the  entire 
plant,  at  cost,  with  legal  interest,  within 
three  years,  and  in  this  event  water  will 
be  supplied  from  the  North  Jersey  Water 
Company's  mains. 

So(ne  of  the  pipe  for  the  mains  for  thq 
new  water  supply,  at  Montclair,  arrived 
on  Friday,  and  work  will  bo  begun  this 
week  in  laying  them,  if  the  weather  per¬ 
mits.!  It  is  said  that  all  of  the  pipe  will 
be  delivered  here 'by  April  1st.  It  is  un¬ 
derstood  that  Captain  H.  G.  H.  Farr,  a 
resiflent  of  Montclair,  connected  with 
the  Worthington  pump  concern  and  who 
has  had  a  large  experience  in  building 
water  works,  will  have  the  contract  for 
the  work  to  be  done. 

The  Montclair  Republicans  have  leased 
Watchung  Hall  for  two  years,  for  a  head¬ 
quarters,  and  will  maintain  a  township  or¬ 
ganize  ition.
